THe appointment of Admiral Anexterr as 
Viceroy, with full powers, under the 
Supreme Council of the Russian Empire, 18 
a. fact which for good or il cannot fail to 
hawe important vonsequences, not only for 
the outside world but for Russia herself. 


We know: of no equivalent to thg appoint. . 


ment in ‘modern times, andy its ‘nearest 
‘representative seeras to be the satraps of 
the ancient Persian Empire, as founded by 
Darvas We have before, on the. 17th 
instant, alluded to the external aspects of 
the appointment ; the imternaljas indicative 
- of the profound changes through which the 
Russian Empire is: passing, seem no less 
important and interesting. . In remarking 
more than once recently on the cariots 
contrast . between orders. given at St: 
Petersburg and the acts of the Russian 
“agents in the Far East, we have more than 
once pointed out the absence of apy 
adequate power of, control midway. Euseia, 
we all know, feels none too assured of her 


_ position in Central Adina, and doubtless 


feara that at any moment her commuaica- 


. tions may be out in two; she has too often 


_ condoned the most glaring breaches of 


- discipline - to feel quite easy as to the 
loyalty. of her. commanders ; and. now the 
\ ifeult 


je‘staring her in the “face at 


| naccess, 


in the hope of etting’ rid: of the’ ‘anomaly. 
Tf nd, thé step, judged from the experience 
of history, ia 2 ‘particularly fatuousone. The 
appointment of satraps, supposed to be 
reaponsible to the supreme power alone, has 
been the general forerunner’ of disaster i in 
all Asictic empires, For that reason it hos 
never recommended | itself, sto European 
Powers, and there ia no reason to believe 
that with Russia it is anytbing other than 
‘v confession of weakness. Menaced by 
revolution at home, openly set at nought by 
her representatives abroad, the bureaucracy 
of Ruesja ia in evil case,.so perhaps it is not 
to be wondered at that. it should eagerly 
seize every nostrum that seemed to offer a 
temporary alleviation to the vexution under 
which it suffera. 

But if euch“be the view we must take of 
the anpointment when contemplating it from 
a Rassiun standpoint, when we look at it 
from outside there ar: usher dangers even 
more imuinent. Here wa must look atthe 
past career of Admiral ALexierr, and the 
onfloak'is by. zo means reassuring. In fact, 
the new Viceroy has’ been distinguished 


principally by his capacity to do always the |. 


thing .at any moment caleulated to breed 


ill-feeling. His. was the childish-war about * 


the railway-viding at Tientem; hix seems’ 
té hive been the silly painting of the rolling 
stock on the Chinese railway with Siberian 
colours; his tov were the perpetual squabblea 
about’ trifles of every kind. Such conduct 
doesnot indicase a great administrator : yet 
if not as in administrator, of what possible 
utility to Russia can be his appointment 
w an important viccroyalty? Even to 
pick a quarrel, the new Viceroy, while 
quite capable of doing a wrong, hns not 
the supreme art of doing it so as to seem 
in the ‘right. That the Russian Govern- 
ment’ in selecting Admiral Avexterr for 
the new post, did. it in the hope that it 
would ‘be the most pleasant. part of his 
task to pick « quarrel with Japan, we may 
accept. as extremely probable. There are 
many things in Russian eyes to ba gained 
from such 2 quarrel at the present conditio o 
of affairs. Russia is sadly ih want of some 
cheap prestige. She is aware that’ the 
world'at large is looking askance at her 
asa ne’eredo-well amongst the nations;- if 
she could just manage to get into some 
little war, not too expensive, where she 
might. have’ some reasonable hope “ for 
and could not be too badly 
beaten, it would take men’s niuds off 
their little troubles.at home, and would. 
afford a rersonable means of drafting « 
goodly: number of troublesome subjects to 


|| Siberia, whence of course they need never 


coms. Now doubtless ‘Admiral Avexierr 
is just the man to pick the quarrel, but he 
scarcely. seems to be the man to pick it 
wisely; and in this. lies the difficulty of 
the case. In any way the appointment of 
her Far Eastern satrap is not, a subject on 
which, whether as friends or possible 
enemies, wo can congratulate Russia.
